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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a probe and display having a gas sensor assembly 
and an antithrombogenic surface treatment. 

II. Claims 7-14, drawn to a probe having a cannula, gas sensor assembly, 
and anti-thrombogenic surface treatment. 

III. Claims 15-17, drawn to a probe having an annular window of gas 
permeable material surrounding a gas sensor assembly 

IV. Claims 18-21 and 39-55, drawn to a probe having an electrolyte solution in 
a cannula, an electrode, a conductor, and a sealing glass, where the 
conductor and sealing glass have similar thermal expansion coefficients. 

V. Claims 22-24, drawn to a display and a probe having removable 
connections that are configured so that the probe's electrical contact lies 
flush and results in a smooth cylindrical surface. 

VI. Claims 25-29, drawn to a probe configured to slide through an introducer. 

VII. Claims 30-38, drawn to a probe with calibration coefficients and a display 
module with a processor and memory.

23. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

24. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

25. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the currently named inventors is no 
longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of 
inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee 
required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
